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Miranda’s Column

The Book Chronicles 




I have always been an avid 
reader. In recent months, I have 
read so many books that I have 
lost count of them. Some were 
just plain forgettable, but along 
the way I discovered some new 
favorites and a few classic stand- 
bys that I would like to share with 
you: 

Lonesome Dove 

Early this spring, I picked up 
a copy of Robert B. Parker’s 
western novel Appaloosa, which 
revolves around the adventures 
and mishaps of gunfighting law- 
men Virgil Cole and Everett 
Hitch. I found it so humorous and 
engaging that I immediately read 
the sequel. Resolution. 

After I finished Resolution 
and Parker’s Gunman’s Rhap- 
sody (a western that is not about 
Cole and Hitch), I still had a han- 
kering for the Old West - so I de- 
cided to read Larry McMurtry’s 
1986 Pulitzer Prize-winning 
novel Lonesome Dove. 

Most of you have probably 
seen the 1989 television mini-se- 
ries featuring Robert Duvall and 
Tommy Lee Jones portraying 
former Texas rangers come cattle 
ranchers Augustus McCrae and 
Woodrow Call. I watched the 
movie about three years ago and 
enjoyed it very much. 

I was pleasantly surprised to 
find that the book and the movie 
are largely the same, a classic 
“buddy” story of the mutual re- 
spect and loyalty between the 
eccentric joker Gus and the stoi- 
cal Call during their epic cattle 
drive to Montana. A wild menag- 
erie of colorful supporting char- 
acters makes the 900-page nar- 
rative explode with numerous 
laugh-out-loud moments. 

A Tree Grows In Brooklyn 

Written by Betty Smith in 
1943, A Tree Grows in Brooklyn 
is a book I normally would not 
read. I generally enjoy action- 
packed crime novels, political 
books and the occasional biog- 
raphy or historical narrative. 
However, A Tree Grows in 
Brooklyn was assigned to the li- 
brary book club (which I had re- 
cently joined). 

The early chapters of the book 
spin a stark and depressing tale 
about poverty, prejudice against 
the poor and parental alcoholism 
in turn of the 20th century Brook- 
lyn, N.Y., and the ill effects on 
the adolescent Erancie Nolan and 
her working-class family. 

Erancie is an intelligent girl 
who reads voraciously to escape 
the struggles and disappoint- 



ments of her everyday life, which 
include a likeable but alcoholic 
father who cannot hold a job, a 
fiercely determined mother who 
blatantly favors Erancie’s 
brother, and teachers and other 
adults who openly discriminate 
against the neighborhood’s poor 
children. 

Smith portrays the main char- 
acter through adolescence into 
young adulthood, when Erancie 
finally overcomes her setbacks 
through a lot of hard work - and 
a little help along the way from 
her outrageous Aunt Sissy (my 
favorite character), her troubled 
parents and a benevolent NYPD 
beat cop. 

Marley & Me 

I recently finished Marley & 
Me: Life and Love with the 
World’s Worst Dog, a. rollicking 
memoir of author John Grogan’s 
rambunctious yellow Labrador 
Retriever, Marley, who lived with 
Grogan and his wife, Jenny, for 
14 years through their newlywed 
years, the births of their three 
children and several other life- 
changing events. 

Though I have yet to see the 
movie Marley & Me starring 
Owen Wilson and Jennifer 
Aniston, I had wanted to read the 
book since its publication in 
2005. As a dog owner, I identi- 
fied with the Grogans’ frustration 
and amusement at Marley ’s high- 
spirited behavior - which ranged 
from destroying furniture and 
jumping on guests to eating ex- 
pensive jewelry and pulling a 
concrete table across an open-air 
restaurant with his leash.

I admit that I bawled like a 
sentimental fool when Marley 
died. Not just a stray tear or two, 
but long, gasping sobs. This tale 
of a silly, mischievous dog 
grabbed me by the gut in a way 
that no other story has. I laughed, 
I cried and I pondered how pets 
often bring out the best in people. 
Marley & Me was an emotional 
wringer that was certainly worth 
the squeeze! 

I hope all my fellow book 
nerds out there enjoy their sum- 
mer reading materials as much as 
I enjoyed the books I discussed 
in this column.

2009-2010 COUNTY 
BUDGET APPROVED 
BY STATE 

Hello from Judge Tim Conley 
and Staff: 

Although the federal and state 
budgets are reportedly billions 
and trillions of dollars in the red, 
the Morgan County government 
budget has been approved by the 
state. However, we still run on a 
very tight budget - but it is still 
working. 

Government is not a banking 
situation where we just do a bud- 
get. Our expenditures are sup- 
posed to match our income, and 
again this year it has matched. It 
has been approved for the 2009- 
2010 fiscal year, which begins on 
July 1. 

We still have not received our 
EEMA money for the winter ice 
storm. However, we have paid all 
of the bills incurred during the 
storm. When the state reimburses 
us for this disaster, we should fin- 
ish out the year in the black. 

Again, this year some of our 
major bills include the repayment 
of a $4 million debt we inherited 
from the prior administration - 
which we will be paying back 
until 2019 and 2020. 

Our jailer, Jimmy Easterling, 
and his deputies, have done a 
great job bonding our non-violent 
criminals. However, through the 
criminal justice system, our jail 
bill still remains about $500,000 
annually. Gasoline, diesel and 
rock run about $ 125,000 per year 
to maintain our roads. 

Now that the 2009-2010 bud- 
get has been approved by the 
state, we will begin to focus on 
ways to improve the 2010-2011 
budget. One improvement will be 
the tax base from the Morgan, 
Menifee and Rowan County In- 
dustrial Park. We will begin re- 
ceiving one third of the tax rev- 
enue from the park, as we are a 
one-third owner. At this time, we 
do not know what the amount 
will be, but we will start looking 
into this next week. 

I will continue to write and let 
you know the steps that we have 
taken to help Morgan County 
grow and save money at the same 
time.

slips from the farm — O’ Henry 
Beauregard, and Covington — be- 
fore returning to West Liberty or 
May 28. 

Members plan to sell their crops 
at local farmers markets, at local 
festivals, including the Morgar 
County Sorghum Festival and the 
Elliott County Tobacco Festival, 
and hope to contract with a large 
grocery chain for sales in bulk. 

The group, which has 15 mem- 
bers, has set out 12 acres of slips 
and hopes to realize around 50C 
bushels per acre. 

Morgan County Extensior 
Agent for Agriculture Sarah 
Fannin said, “Potentially, sweet 
potatoes can provide more mone> 
per acres than tobacco.” Growers 
who sell directly at festivals and 
at Farmers Markets should realize 
about $20 to $25 a bushel for theii 
crop, she said. Potatoes sold ir 
bulk by contract would bring 
something less. 

Planting is done with tobaccc 
setters and the group is acquiring 
a digging machine for use by mem- 
bers to harvest their crops. Unlike 
peppers, etc., sweet potatoes wher 
harvested are easily stored and car 
be kept well until they are mar- 
keted, Fannin said. Fertilizer and 
weed control costs are minimal, 
but after the potatoes are dug, the> 
will be picked up and boxed b> 
hand, since machinery to accom- 
plish that task is very expensive. 

“The association was organized 
in February, and for the time be- 
ing, we’re moving ahead cau- 
tiously,” Fannin said. “But we’re 
very optimistic about the income 
potential for this crop for area 
farmers,” she said.

This and other area 
counties eligible for 
FSA Emgcy Loans 

Farmers in 62 counties are eli- 
gible for federal disaster assis- 
tance, including low interest 
emergency (EM) loans from 
USDA’s Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) provided eligibility re- 
quirements are met. 

On May 29, 2009, President 
Obama declared a disaster decla- 
ration Ml 841 for 22 Kentucky 
counties as disaster areas due to 
damages and losses caused by 
severe storms, tornadoes, flood- 
ing, and mudslides that occurred 
from May 3, 2009, through May 
20, 2009. Those counties are: 
Ballard, Breathitt, Carlisle, Clay, 
Crittenden, Floyd, Grayson, 
Hickman, Jackson, Knott, 
Lawrence, Lee, Leslie, Letcher, 
Madison, Magoffin, Marshall, 
Owsley, Perry, Pike, Russell, and 
Trigg. 

As a result of the declaration, 
40 counties in Kentucky were 
named as contiguous counties 
where eligible family farmers 
may qualify for FSA EM loan as- 
sistance pursuant to Section 
321(a) of the Consolidated Farm 
and Rural Development Act. 
Those counties include Elliott, 
Estill, Johnson, Martin, Morgan, 
Powell, and Wolfe. 

EM loan applications for 
physical and production losses 
will be received through January 
29, 2010, and applications pend- 
ing on that date may be processed 
and completed. 

Farmers interested in applying 
for assistance should contact their 
local FSA county Office.

Turner hoping ‘Double Wing’ 
is double trouble for defenses 

Cougar coach says offense is ^nightmare Ho 

prepare for

It has been called the most 
powerful offense in the history of 
football. The “Double- Wing” of- 
fense has quite a track record. 
Eifteen years ago. Coach Don 
Markham transformed a 
Bloomington High School team 
(that finished 1-9 in 1993) into a 
state champion with a perfect 14- 
0 record - scoring 880 points in 
14 games. The 62-point per game 
average set a national high school 
scoring average. 

New Morgan County Coach 
Brian Turner has been a student 
of the Double Wing since mid- 
season 2003. And it all started 
while trying to design a game 
plan to stop it. 

“In my first year as coach, I 
was breaking down game film 
before we played Estill County,” 
Turner said on Tuesday. “I stud- 
ied the system and taught the of- 
fense to our JV kids. Of course, 
the objective was for our varsity 
defense to learn how to stop it. 
They never could. I decided right 
then that someday, somewhere I 
was going to run that offense.” 

That someday came two years 
ago at Morgan County Middle 
School. Turner installed the of- 
fense and proceeded to light up 
the scoreboard. This past season, 
the Cougars broke every school 
record imaginable with 608 
points and 4,265 yards of rush- 
ing offense. Morgan averaged 
nearly a first down (nine yards) 
on every carry from scrimmage. 

“The beauty of the Double 
Wing is that it’s so hard for op- 
ponents to prepare for,” Turner 
said. “You simply cannot set in 
any base defense and stop it. 
Teams are forced to come up with 
a game plan just for you. That 
forces defensive players to play 
out of position. It’s really a night- 
mare to prepare for.”

The Double Wing is NOT a 
passing offense. Not even close. 
It is all about ball control and 
killing the clock. It is also about 
power and deception. The object 
is physically wear the defense 
down by taking six, seven or 
even eight minutes off the clock 
with every drive. 

“It’s about controlling the 
tempo of a game,” Turner said. 
“You put together an extended 
15 -play drive and score a touch- 
down and the other team looks 
up at the clock and half the quar- 
ter is gone. It puts a lot of pres- 
sure on opposing high-powered 
offenses to score with you at a 



tempo that you’re dictating. 

Bottom line, the Double Wing 
levels the playing field. It helps 
the Cougars be competitive with 
teams that possess more 
athleticism and depth at skill po- 
sitions. Turner believes the newly 
installed offense will breathe new 
life into the program. And for a 
team that was outscored by 456 
points in 2008 - that would cer- 
tainly be welcomed.
